Commerce act, which prohibits trans- 
portation companies from charging 
more for a short haul than for a long 
haul over the same line in the same 
direction, is of great importance to 
Nevada. This fact has been recognized 
by every merchant, farmer and resident 
of the State for years 
No party, bow- 


ever, had the courage to demand its 
enforcement until the Silver party was 
organized. That party, in its platform 
adopted at Caraon, makes such a de- 
mand, and it is already having a good 
effect. At Chicago five officials and 
ex-officials of the Santa Fe road have 
been indicted for violating the act.

A Good Suggestion 


It was suggested ypsterday, provid- 


ing tho Kegents and President of the

It has had 
a free use side by side with gold, and it 
has been only a temporary abandon- 
ment of that use which has brought 
misery and disaster throughout the 
civilized world. The free coinage of 
silver is a platform upon which the 
most conservative, as well as the most 
radical, can stand, and for God's sake, 
let us work in harmony and win this 
grtat victory. [Tremendous applause.] 


" Now, 
my friends, the condition of 


silver is just this: The cause has made 
a greater advancement as a matter of 
public knowledge and exciting the in- 
terest of the public within (he past 
year than it did in ten years before. 
[Applause.] 
The State of Pennsyl- 


vania is for free silver coinage to-day 
[applause], but it is also deeply inter- 
ested in the tariff question, and so you 
go through the different sections of 
the country, and whilst you will find a 
large majority in favor of the single 
issue of the free coinage of silver, you 
will find them differing upon other 
issues which are of such importance to 
them, which, if involved with the ques- 
tion of the free coinage of silver, would 
probably defeat it. But I say the 
cause of silver has made a great pro- 
gress, as a result the leaders of the old 
parties are shaping their action with 
reference to it. You bave heard through 
the platforms of the old parties, and 
from their leaders, that something 
must be done for silver. Why? Why, 
they are not thinking of economics, 
they are not thinking of the popular 
distress which they have occasioned 
throughout the world; they are think- 
ing of political success. Let me tell 


the Silver party of 


Nevada two years ago was an object' 
lesson to the entire United States on 
the importance of unification of issue 
and unity of action. History does not 
speak of a party that met with such 
an overwhelming victory as the Silver 
party of Nevada two years ago, being a j 
new party, just sprung into existence, 
and carrying over three-fourths of the 
voters of the State. - Think of it. It is 
unparalelled elsewhere. 
Unification 


of issues and unity of action alone are 
entitled to the credit. 


CONSIDERATION OF THE PLATFORM. 
" Now, my friends,! come to the con- 


sideration of the platform presented. 
I have read it sith care. It is an ablo 
and dignified address. 
Its enuncia- 


tions upon the silver question are clear 
and distinct. The Silver party, whilst 
recognizing silver as the paramount 
issue of the country, has also recog- 
nized local questions that bear on the 
prosperity of the State. You have con- 
cluded, so far as subsidized roads are 
concerned, that they should be taken 
into Government ownership. That is a 
question concerning which there may 
be a division; but yon have the right to 
instruct your representatives. 
But 


this question is a most important ques- 
tion, and will be considered possibly 
by the present Congress, or perhaps 
postponed to the next Congress. I in- 
vite your attention to certain consider' 
ations of this question. In the first 
place, the Government ownership of 
these roads—the Union and Central 
Pacific, and other subsized roads—in- 
volves what ? First, the payment of 
the company's mortgage upon those 
roads, and I think it is the universal 
sentiment of men familiar with the 
railroad question, that owing to the 
great difference now in the cost of con- 
struction as compared to the time 
when these roads were built, that the 
first mortgage bonds amount now to 
more than would be necessary to con- 
struct new lines of roads. That is 
question which you have to consider 
whether you wish to ndw pay more for 
the first mortgage bonds than the roads 
are now worth. In addition to that

AN' APPEAL FOR HABMONY. 


"Now, I appeal to all interested in 


this great financial question ihrough-

yon bave to take into consideration the 
question as to 
what Governmen 


ownership involves, and as affecting 
liberties of the people. We have been 
for years trying to wrest from the con 
trol of the President all party control. 
The officeholders of the nation con- 
stitute an organized body, like a dis- 
ciplined army, to sustain the party in 
power and hold on to their offices. We 
had an instance of this fact in this 
State two years ago when the office- 
holders of the State constituted the 
only hostility and opposition met with 
by the party which carried the State 
with such unanimity in behalf of sil- 
ver. Do you wish to increase that 


re two great interests in this State— 
.gricultural and raining—and I have to 
uggest a resolution, which will go to 
he Committee on Resolutions, is fol- 
ows: 
"'Resolved, That as large expendit- 


ures are annually made by the Govern- 
ment in the improvement of rivers and 
larbors and in the agricultural States, 
,hat Equity and Justice demand similar 
ippropriations for public use in the 
arid regions, and that we call upon the 
general Government for liberal appro- 
iriations to store waters of streams 
and rivers of the arid region. This be- 
ng done, the reclamation of the arid 
lands can be conducted by the States 
or by private enterprise.' 


I would like to bave a platform of 


that kind, if I am to represent you in 
Congress, and would like to have the 
Irrigation Committee of Congress to 
start an agitation throughout the arid 
region, not about digging ditches and 
reclaiming lands, but simply upon the 
importance of conserving the waters 
themselves at their source, for the use 
of the farmers below when needed. 


THE ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 


There is another plank in your plat- 


form which has iny unqualified com- 
mendation, and that is the plank which 
calls upon your member of Congress, 
in case the election of President of the 
United States should be thrown into 
the House of Representati yes to vote for 
the Populist nominee for the Presi- 
dency. That vote shall be subject to 
the control of the Silver party of Ne- 
vada. 
That has been a proposition 


which I have been agitating as a mem- 
ber of the National Bimetalic League, 
and iu Congress, that throughout the 
agricultural and mining States the con- 
ventions of all partias should instruct 
Presidential electors, and their mem- 
bers of Congress, regardless of party, 
to vote either in the Electoral College, 


in the House of Representatives, 


only for a man, whatever his party 
might be, who was unqualifiedly com- 
mitted to the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. I have with that 
view to suggest a resolution and which 
is as follows: 
"' Resolved, That we call upon 


ant issues—unimportant in comparison 
only—and to bury antagonism, because 
the silver question is the controlling 
question of the world, and the only way 
to stop the appreciation of gold is to 
restore silver as money, and w hen that 
is restored the decline in prices will 
stop, the decline in the value of labor 
will stop, and prosperity and confi- 
dence will be restored, and many ot 
the social disorders will disappear, and 
when that is accomplished we can start 
in vigorously for the determination of 
other reforms, upon which the friends 
of silver can unite and divide accord- 
ing to their convictions. [Applause.] 


"At the suggestion of your chairman, 


I will say tLat your platform has my 
endorsement. I differ with the prini- 
ples announced in some matters, but I 
stand responsive to the instructions of 
this convention, and responsive to the 
instructions of the Silver parly of Ne- 
vada, and I admit it is the right of the 
people to instruct their representatives 
whenever it affects their interests." 


Mr. Newlands theu took his seat 


amidst prolonged applause.

With the 


great army of officeholders by adding 
to their number the armies of men em- 
ployed by railroads ? Do you wish to 
increase this power by making them 
officers of the Government, voting with 
the Government ? For twenty years you 
have not been able to emancipate the 
officeholders. It is a matter of serious 
consideration whether we could ever 
emancipate such an. immense body of 
men under the control of the Govern- 
ment from voting against the popular 
will. We have also to consider another 
question with regard to this matter, 
and that is whether there will be 
greater cheapness and greater efficiency 
of service under a Government control 
than under private control. I had a 
talk the other day with the Secretary 
of the German Legation is Washington, 
and I inquired of him about this very 
question, because I have paid much at- 
tention to it, and I said, ' I understand 
that in Germany the Government was 
gradually acquiring control of the rail- 
roads,' and I asked him the result of the 
experiment, and he said it was a mis- 
take. Hetaid,'Our roads are not as 
well run or managed, and the service ia 
not so efficient as it is under private 
ownership in the United States. The 
service is indifferent. The officers hold 
their positions, and give us an indiffer.! 
ent ownership.' 
These are matters 


which I ask you to consider. I pro- 
pose candidly, whilst these important 
matters are pending in Congress to 
consult you with regard to them, and I 
expect yon to join with me in their 
solution, and I hold myself always 
responsible to the Silver party of Ne- 
vada and for advice and counsel in all 
matters, and I deem it'is right that you 
should instruct me, and if at any time 
I cannot conscientiously follow your 
instructions, you shall have my resig- 
nation. 


THE SCHOOL FUND. 


" There is another thing in the in- 


terest of the State to which I would 
like to call attention. There ia an in- 
struction calling upon the voters of the 
State-to vote against the constitutional 
amendment providing for the invest- 
ment of the State fund derived from 
the sale of land. Now, if I understand 
the motive that controlled you, you 
were afraid of injudicious investments; 
but we must realize that Government 
bonds are going out of existence, and 


with the national I you have passed a resolution calling 
Democratic party,'for their "retirement. 
So that this 


its southern alliance with New York 
has resulted in the selection of candi- 
dates in favor of free coinage of silver 
and the, selection of a President •who 
would veto a free coinage bill. No 
such an unnatural alliance can stand. 
They have yielded to the seductive in- 
fluences of the Gold Trust. Now, with 


large fund of a million dollars in the 
Treasury will lie without investment, 
and do you want to invade upon the 
principal to pay for the expenses of 
education. You want to raise revenue 
from your principal for that purpose, 
and whilst I think the character of in- 
vestment should be carefully guarded,

"We should strive, of course, for an 


overwhelming victory. We should try 
to elect a free coinage President, a free 
coinage House of Representatives and 
a free coinage Senate. But if that is 
impossible we should obtain at least 
the balance of power by a unity of 
action on this question in the mining 
and agricultural States. There is but 
one sentiment in favor of silver, and if 
yon introduce an agitation pledging all 
electors and members of Congress to 
independence of action on that ques- 
tion you will secure a victory for free 
coinage, even if the third party does 
not carry the entire United States. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE ISSUE. 


" Now, my friends, I feel that I have 


taken up too much of your time in 
this matter, and I will close simply by- 
calling your attention to the great im- 
portance of this issue. The Gold Trust 
is composed of a very few men in New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston in this 
country and have their great center in 
London, and they have means of com- 
munication with all the banks of the 
country, and in that way they exercise 
control and influence. This, the great- 
est trust organized in the history of 


world, moves with a certainty and 


precision which is most remarkable, 
[ts greatest strength lies in the d; vis- 
ton of the reorganized. There are two 
kinds of capital, one that is simply 


money, represented by calb or 


bonds calling for money; the other is 
that kind of capital invested in rail- 
roads, in lands, in houses, in mines, iu 
farms and in enterprises of all kinds. 
The money using class is small and the 
money 
borrowing class 
embraces 


ninety-nine percent of the people of the 
world, and yet these are now under the 
control of the one. Now, the question 
is whether this ninety-nine shall re 
main under the power of the Gold 
Trust, which is bearing equally upon 
capital and labor, and oppressing them 
both, or organize and resist. The fall 
in prices throughout the world in all 
commodities and products of labor, 
and finally labor itself call? for organ- 
ization upon the single issue which 
bas caused it. 
Tb,e employe thinks 


that the employer is opposed and 
hostile to him and ia disposed to 
cheapen the value of labor, and the 
employer in many cases is simply 
yielding to the general decline of 
prices that is affecting the world, and

The Silver party of Nevada, in Con- 


vention assembled, at Carson City, on 
the 4th day of September, 1894, declare 
that platforms should assert cardinal 
principles of political faith concerning 
questions of political interest of pres- 
ent moment without equivocation or 
evation. 
We bold that history has 


demonstrated that these principles are 
right and eqttituble, and their observ- 
ance necessary to secure the welfare 
and individual happiness for which 
this Government was established. 


SILVER. 


We deny ihe right or authority of the 


Government of the United States to 
pass any law restricting or abridging 
the privilege of any citizen to the free 
coinage of Bilver into standard money 
at the le/tal ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, and we demand 
the repeal of all laws denying or abridg- 
ing that right 
We as&ert that any law denying or 


abridging the right of free coinage of 
gold and stiver into standard money at 
the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, is a denial of the 
sovereignty of the people of the United 
States as a nation and independent 
State, aud a l*w in restraint and 
abridgment of production and com- 
merce. 
We assert that from 1861 to 1894, in- 


clusive, a period of 34 years last past, 
the Democratic party and the Bepub- 
lican party have made and adminis- 
tered the law of this nation; that that 
period has been characterized as one of 
uninterrupted bountiful harvests and 
bountiful production from all our nat- 
ural resources and that our people 
have made unparalleled advances in 
skill, in every branch of manufacture 
and artisansbip, that the period has 
been one of general health, and not- 
withstanding the civil war, a period ol 
unparalleled prosperity from 1861 down 
to 1873. In 1873 the Bepublican party 
passed laws in the restraint of the coin- 
age of money, denying mintage to sil- 
ver, the money we need in the pocket 
of every citizen and till of every store-. 
The decadence of silver baa 
been 


steady, gradual and unrelenting as the 
grip of the gold standard of money has 
closed aronnd our industries and labor 
and the price of every production of 
labor, by forest, field, mine and manu- 
facture, have fallen. parallel with the 
decadence of' silver, which, is to-day 
Worth less than 60 percent of its stand- 
ard coinage value at the "fegal ratio of 
letol. 
Three uaillipns -of oar people are 
without the comforts and decencies of 
life, every industry in oar nation is re- 
strained, pinched and dwarfed by the 
demonetization, of silver to the greai 
injury of every laborer, producer and 
tradesman in £he nation., 
„ , . , . . 
The volume of money in circulation 
should ba speedily increased and al- 
ways be fully adequate for the require 
ments of business. That all money 
should be a legal tender for all debts 
both public and private. 
That no 


money should exist except such as is 
Issued directly by the National Govern 
ment, and nothing should be money 
except gold, silver and Government 
paper. 
We favor the redemption of Govern- 
ment bonds and a prohibition of any 
farther issue thereof in time of peace. 
We demand the abolition of National 


banks. 


BAILBOADS AND TBLEGBAPHS. 


We demand the collection of the in- 


debtedness of the Pacific railway com- 
panies to the United States -as it ma- 
tures without any extension of time 
or change of terms or conditions. 


A pi'blic office is a public trust No 
person, or p&rty should be trusted wno 
has oncte violated that trust. Every 
clttaen should contribute to the sap- 
port o* the Government 
toproportiou 


fdbfii arena «nd 


the necessity of good government, but 
no Government should augment this 
burden or enlarge its necessities by un- 
necessary, needless interest bearing 
debts making useless expenditures, or 
by failing to promptly collect what ia 
justly due it, whether it be a loan, a 
tax or a tariff. No grant should bo 
made of public property for any other 
than a public purpose, and it is the 
duty of the Government to securer 
to the public the enjoyment 
of 


;ho benefit which was the consideration 
of tho grant or declare it, forfeited. 


We demand the Government owner- 


ship of telegraph lines and Govern- 
ment subsidized railroads. 
We demand the enforcement of tha 
Interstate Commerce Act overy where. 


LABOR. 


We demand that no law snail ever be 


enacted restraining or abridging the 
development of our natural resources 
and we guarantee to the people free- 
dom of pursuit and the inalienable 
right to enjoy the fall value of all the 
property that tLeir labor produces. We 
hold it as one of tho truisms of human 
existence and modern progress und 
enterprise, that capital und 
labor 


should go hand in hand in the general 
advancement, happiness and good ot 
this great commonwealth. Therefore 
we claim that capital and labor should 
stand on an equal footing before the 
law, and that tho laborer should always 
receive B fair compensation for a fan- 
day's work. That both capital and labor 
have the legal and unquestionable 
right to organi/.e for mutual protection 
and self-preservation. 
We believe that a National and a State 


Board of Labor Commissioners should 
be created by law and made elective by 
the people to whom all questions in 
dispute between capital and 
labor 
should be referred and that both parties 
concerned be compelled to arbitrate 
and that the decision of such Board of 
Labor Commissioners be final and 
binding alike on the employer and em- 
ployes. 
OBEDIENCE TO TlIE.LA.tVS BEQUIBED BY. ALL. 


We denounce the criminal suspens- 


ion of the laws of Congress by the 
President, such as the 
purchasing 
clause of the Sherman Silver Bullion 
Purchasing Act, the Geary Act provid- 
ing for the deportation of unregistered 
Chinese, when its constitutionality has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
and his neglect und refusal to enforce 
the Anti-trust and Interstate Com- 
merce Acts against wealthy offenders 


ELECTIVE EBANCHISE. 


We denounce the purchase and sale 


of the Elective Franchise as destructive 
of our liberties and treason to our Gov 
eminent. We demand the disfranchise- 
ment of both parties to the crime, and 
the punishment of the purchaser by 
fine and imprisonment. The franchise 
once sold shall be gone forever. 


LOTTERIES. 


The establishment of a lottery in 


this State would be a blot upon the 
people and would result in financial 
and moral degradation. 
Therefore, in 


the language of our Constitution, " No 
lottery shall be authorized by this 
State, nor shall the sale of lottery 
tickets be allowed." We condemn in 
equal terms all Legislatures of this 
State which have attempted to legislate 
or authorize lotteries or the sale of 
lottery tickets. 


THE BLOODY SHIRT. 


We are unalterably opposed to the 
atiflcation of the proposed amend- 
ment to Section 1, Article II, oC the 
Constitution of our State, wherein it 
gnores all question of amnesty to per- 
ons who, after arriving at the age of 
lighteen years, bore arms against the 
United States Government, for the 
reason that the same is un-Amoricaa 
n spirit and contrary to the clemency 
already extended to such persons for 
over thirty years, and we therefore 
recommend to t"ho voters of the State 
,o vote "No " on this proposition. 


SCHOOLS. 


We are justly proud of the public 


schools and State University of Ne- 
vada; we believe they should be iost- 
ered and protected above all other in- 
stitutions, as upon thorn rests the per- 
petuity of our Government and tho 
security of our liberties. We arc in 
;'avor of such legislalion as will in- 
reaso the eiBciency and raise the 
standard of the public schools and 
State University, until a thorough edu- 
cation, without expense, is 
placed 


within the reach of every child in Ne- 
vada.
